A week ago wo ventured to plaoo a few 
queries before the public with tUe object 
of eliciting answers from some one nom 
petent to furnish tlio.u. The questions 
bad reference to the conditiou of onr lu 
terproviecial steamers. Wo were not ac- 
tuated (as is charged by our coalerapor- 
ary) by a feeling of hostility towaida tlio 
owners of either of the boats; buvo no 
interest directly or indirectly in any ves- 
■el now in theae or any other waters; were 
not asked by aoy bteamboat owner, present 
or prospeotive, to write the article; have 
no knowledge of the existence of a com- 
pany that is prepared to put on a new 
Une; have ''no hope by deuryiug the bouts 
at present engaged to oDtain ,ft 
mail contract;" nor have wo any 
design on the strong boxes of 
either the Hudson Bay Company or Mr. 
Spratt. As lor our " asHooiatefl,'\we beg 
to assure the Stnwlanl i hat they,., 0Xi8t iu 
Lis own splenet c imagination. Iu ofter- 
ing tl3« Queries wo were actuated by a de- 
siie to asoertaia tbo adautihility of the 
staamerB that now ply in iheaa waters for 
the trade daring the winter soubou. The 
questions were these: 

" Are the steamt'r.i that now ply between 
the ports ol tlio Province reliable sea- 
boats ? Uim they bo depended on in cuso 
of great emi ri^oiicy V Are tlicir timbor.-< 
BUtlicientlv strong to witlisiaiid the loroo 
of one of tlio gak'S that iliiring the wiutur 
months Bwaep with violence along our 
coast?" 

"We next proceeded to ask if the Entor- 
priflo, Ada, Cariboo Fly and Grappler were 
lit to bo entruntnd with the carriage of 
passengers and freight between the ports 
of the Province witU perfect safety and 
without unreasonably delaying both en 
• route ? We submit that nouo of the ques- 
tions have been answered It is no reply 
to Bay that the owners aroenterprisiug.tbe 
officers skillful and accommodaiiug, the 
stewards capital providers, and the cooks 
able to furuish tbo passjngers with good 
"square meul.i." Tiie questions are not 
answered by the statement that the boats 
carry Mr. Westgarth's certificate. We 
. distinctly stated in oiir article that we did 
not refer to "the condition of tbo machin- 
ery or the soundness of the timbers of the 
boats," to whiuh Mr. Westg;;rtti 'cei tifie.s. 
Ask him whether he would put to sea lu the 
Fraioi- lUvor steamboat lieluiucR, and ha 
would startle you wiili the emphasis wiih 
wbicb he would pronouuoe the mouosy I - 
labio '•NO." Yet me Redance, as well as 
the boats namv^d by us, carries bis oertifi- 
cata. The quostiouM were put ''witliaview 
to asceriai u ing their ( tue hi .ftts') suitability 
for the trade m which ihey urn engaged," 
and not in an unfiieudly spirit towards 
any man living or any boat afloat. Wo 
contend that they were most pertinent, 
beoanst) it is to the Press that the public 
have a right to look <iud do look to draw 
atteutiou to all matters alToctiiig the pub- 
lic weal. It a inau goes to buy a hoi so he 
subjects it to every possible test to prove 
its Bouuduess; it he wautB a vehicle, ho 
examines it iu every part to ascoitniu its 
value for the purposes to which he wishes 
to pat it; if he reuts a house Ife examines 
the roof, the drains, the props, etc., to 
satisfy himself that his lamily will be 
comfortable and hi-althy therein. But, 
according to the argument of our coutom- 
porary, when he embarks in a ateaaibo.it 
be is expected to entrust life and prop- rty 
without stopping to question her stability 
or security. Precautionary measures that 
are adopted by a man iu ordinary trau.s- 
actions when ashore are to b.; entirely 
disregarded when ho gees to sou. Ho is 
expected to accept iu a npirit of blind 
obedience and truthfulness the stauuch- 
neds of the ship as a matter of course; like 
the urchin who is told by his playfellow to

He is asked to take things as they come 
ond be thankful if he get« (o . the- end oi 
his journey without aouident. "The or- 
ders given to Captain L nvis are not toriiu 
any risks," nava "ur <!iitic. We have too 
much ouufidence in Captain Lowi.t' judg 
ment aud skill to believe that he 
requires any "orders" "not to run any 
risks." He is too good a comaiander to 
need any such "orders," and, iu our 
opinion, may bo safely entrusted with a 
much moia imiiortant command withniit 
the fear that he will ''run any risks " We 
are aware that the fludson Jliy Cuuipany 
have carried many thousands of p.usscu- 
gerB between Victoria aud the Mainhiml 
without, losing a life— and wo honor them 
for it; but. still. the questions we have 
offered would not be answered by citing 
that fact. We are told by the Stainlanl tliat 
the Enterprise has beeu "muclo an good in 
now;" but wo CiiU to minil that wlu n built 
some 18 or 20 years ago hho was iuii udij i 
for a river steamboat, tilm would, tin i o- 
fore. require not only to bo "made as 
gooii as new" but much better, to run in 
rough waters. The publiti must have 
beeu auiprifced to learu from the iSVa/ii/a/v/ 
that— 

"The Cariboo Fly, owned by .Ur iijiratt, 
is nearly a veio boat, /uiciii'j baen onh/ about 
heo yearn afloat;" that "alio has run on her 
present route ever since she was built." 

We were present in 1860 when the Cari- 
boo Fly — iheu called tbo Cariboo — was 
launched at tl e Songisli village. It SGoiuri 
a very loug "'two yeur.i" ninco then. Hhn 

Eussed through a chequered experience 
efore going into her jiresent owner's 
hands; but muy bo a sufo aud reliable 
boat for all that; duly the pub- 
iio have a right to know it. 
This is all we claim, and it is all wo 
have nsked. If it be wrong to que.sliou 
the staunchness of a Ktoambont,it is equal 
ly wrong to adopt any precautions w liat- 
Bocvor against disaster. To carry the 
absurd deductions of our contemporary a 
little further, the mere presence of a life- 
preserver in a stoiimboat might be con- 
strued into a reflection upon her seawor- 
thiness, aud for a passenger to satisfy 
himself that tlio lifeboats may be easily 
lowered in case of umergoucy would be 
to offer a direct insult to the onicor.H and 
owners of the vessel — insinuati ng t hat they 
trould send a ship. to sea to which it was 
possible for an accident to occur!

McDowell to turn tho birds 
loose on Goat Isltiud, in tlio bay of 
iSuu Francisco, where tlic-re is plenty 
of water and cover, and where there 
are already numbers of quails.

His plan of 
operations coasi.stcd in buying goods 
at somo large establibhincut, paying 
for them in cavii, and wliou coutidorico 
was inspired, running up large bills on 
oredit. The goocii thus securod wsro 



took flight. Lagravo was captured, 
but Otis escaped, aud has since been 
unheard from. It is said that, weary 
of wandering, he had resolved to die 
in his native land, oven if it were in

The best statistics show that during 
the year ending June 30, 1876, there 
were 577,738 pounds of salmon sent 
from Canada to tbo United States, and 
during tho six months ending Decem- 
ber 31, 187G, tho gross amount sent 
from tiio Province was 332,403 pounds, 
the total value of which amounted to 
$103,404. During the year 1876 there 
were also sent from New Brunswick 
and vicinity 671,027 pounds, valued at 
$100,074, making in ail over a million 
and a half of pounds, selling at whole- 
sale for $'204,058. As fully two-thirds 
of this reaches New York, the statistics 
tibow that one million pounds of North 
Atlantic salmon reaches there, to say 
nothing of that which arrives overland 
from the Pacific coast.

His Lordisbip oxpluiiieJ that ho Liiul 
called the grand jury ou account of two 
indiotmenta. one moro nerious than any 
yet presented, nivmely, for murder; but 
for which the majority of the evidence la 
mere hearsay, and coming through a great 
number of sources ho woul<l notsive tham 
the several depoHitions, but thoy could 
call the witnesses. Aa for tli.i other m- 
diotment he did not cousidcv tliat it could 
be sent before the grand jury for it was 
more a case for the Police or Bankruptcy 

^ The Jury then retired and returned at 
11:50 having found -a true bill against 
Seloatoher for murdering Giles Curtis. 

ARSON. 

Felix Martin, indictt'd for iiaving on 
the 22Da Boptember hist feloniously and 
maliciously setou lire a ccitjin buiMii!;,' 
on the cornet of Fort and Ooveinuiunt 
•treets, in which E. B. Thompson was 
then bleeping; also, with Hcttuia hro to 
said building with intent to dulraud tho 
Phcoiiix Insurance Co., and also charged 
with having aot lire to the building, plead- 
ed not guilty. 

TheAtttfrney-General.instruoted by Mr. 

Mason, appeared on behalf of tho Crown. 
Mr. Drako-and" Mr. Walkem appeared for 
the defence. 

The Attorney-General in oponiug tho 
case for tho prosocuiion stated that ko 
could not produce cvidiHico that Murliii 
•was seen botting lira to tho promisos, yet 
that ho could prove tl at the building wa; 
a dwolliug house, that tho pri.-iouer had 
property in the building and that it was m- 
aured in a certain company. He thought 
it -would be difficult to exaggerate the 
aeriousuc'ss of tho crime with which 
Martin was chaigod. Ho considered 
murJor socond to this, for a murderer 1ms 
power to stop when a certain objRCt has 
been attained, but a man who sots liro to 
a building kuo»v8 not how majy lives ho 
may take, and he cannot stop what his 
cowardly hand baa started. 

SuperintcmlontBowilon was then sworn 
and in answer to tho Attornoy-Lrcucrid 
said hu reiuoiniiored tho morning of tho 
2iul Soptoinber; his attention wan culled 
to a hro in tho billiard Buloon occupied 
by Felix Martin , A-rriving there )io saw 
a dense smoke doming, put of one of tho 
windows of the' billiard room; persons 
■wore then removing thing.s froniMorisou'.s 
drug store, Hhort's gunsmithery aud 
Johnston's seed Ktoro. A» soon as tho liro 
■was extinguished witucfs wont n[) to the 
flaloon and behind iho counter wluno he 
found a strong smell of coal-oil; this was 
at the back of the^bar; picked up a piece 
of wood and also" some rags which smelt 
of coal oil; Sergeant Bloomdold was in 
tho room; taw him take up a quantity of 
liquid which smelt of coal oil and put it 
., s into the bucket produced; he dipped tln.'i 
up w;th a small pewter (also produiiod) ; 
after chat went into the inner card-room, 
^vhoro the Are wasiaupposed to liavo on 
ginited, with Constable Lindsiiy, aud 
picked up two small tin hoops antl a wire 
haudlo; did not koo the l)ottle.s_ pvoJuced 
in the bar; the liquid in tho powtorsnu'lln 
of coal oil. 

In answer to Mr. Walkem— A Braall 
bucket was produced in tho Police Court; 
tho hoops on it tiro similar to those jiro- 
duccd; when ho got to the room saw Par- 
tridge there; thoro may lutvcbeen an inch 
of water on tho lloor; could not H;iy whe- 
ther the floor behind the bar had boon on 
fire or not; the flooring and;.,wall8 ;of the 
inner card-room were burht; '''bad never 
beon inaido tho card-rooms pro'viouB to 
tho fire; did not .see any paper hanging 
on tho walls; got a caudle to esamine the 
walls; had no light behind tlio bar; a 
numbor of lu'cmcii w.ivn in tho room bu- 
foro.he got there; did not sco a coal oil 
lamp lit thot morning; saw u bottle of coal 
oil in a bruudy bottlo in Thompson's 
rooms; did not soo Martin talto any mon- 
ey out of tho pate; asked Partridge to un- 
lock the safe; he did so; when_ ho got to 
the Are the onginoB were pla,viQg on th« 
boildiPg; did not leave Partridge ia 



charge; did not give him the key; searoh- 
od 'dirough .several of the bunkers behind 
tlio bar; found no vessels containing coal 
oil in the lower bunkers; found no ve.isol 
containing coal oil in the inner rocm; did 
not smell any coal oil in Thompaou's 
room. Thompson's kitoLon adjoins Mar- 
tin's rooms. 

Re examined by the Attorney-General 
— Partridge did not at anytime ask for 
the key; there was a stove in Tboiui)8on'a 
kitchen; there was no nmrk of any liro in 
tho room. 

John Black, being sworn, said ho was a 
constable and night watchman; on tho 2d 
September, whilo near tho Bank of Brit- 
ish Columbia, saw smoke coming from 
the roof of the Occidental building; 
smoke was coming out of the fourth win- 
dow from the west end of Fort Streot;3aw 
the smoke coming out of tho ventilator 
first; tried to got in at tho Fort stroot «n- 
trance, but not auccGoding wont round to 
the Government street ontrauGo; went 
up itairs; the doors there -were all 
locked ; called out as ke bad heard voices 
in passing some little while before; could 
hear the fire crackling; kicked and ham- 
mered 'at Thompson's door to wake him; 
aa soon aa he answered went and rang tU» 
lire bell; was not ill tho building again 
that day, except down bolow in the stores; 
saw Martin on the sidewalk at the time 
the fire was put oat;' it was :daybreak,^be- 
twoen 10 minutes and 7 minutes before 4. 

In answer to Mr. Drake— It was quite 
light when witness saw the smoke; it was 
10 minutes pnst 5 o'clock; tried to got into 
tho door leading into tho billiard room; it 
■was locked; thou tried tho door leading 
into the card-room; it was also locked ; had 
been ia tHei Millard room at night befere, 
but never in the card-room : did not know 
v.'hat time it was -when ho gavotho alar in; 
saw tho Suponutondeut of Police tliore, 
but could not say how soon it was after 
the alarm was given; went up to tho rooms 
tho next d'iy;anielt coal oil round the bar; 
did not make any examination; there wore 
bottles there; could not sayjwhetlter* they 
wore open or not; as soon as the fire was 
l)ut out went for Mr. Mackenzie, tho in- 
surance agent. 

Superiuteudont Bowtlen recalled — In 
answer to the Atlorney-Geneial, knew 
nothing of the bottles now produced ex- 
cept that thoy wcra iirodnood in Court. 

yergcant Bloomfiold said ho entered 
tho building after tho t'lromon had stop- 
lied playing on tho building; Supariutou- 
d«iit Bowden called bis attention to tho 
smell of coal oil; witness then made a 
search, examined the lookers or bunkers 
from the top down; picked out several 
liottles from the fourth bunker; the water 
thero smelt of coal oil, so ho dipped out a 
qniintity into tho bucket produced; dip- 
ped it up with tho powter produced; tho 
third bunker from tho end smolt thu 
strongest; covered tho bucket ovoi- with 
paper and a towol; went into the card- 
room; Mr. Bowden banded him two small 
hoops which he took eharge of. 

In answer to Mr. Drake— Did not search 
sU tho lockers; the bottles were all lying 
down; a groat quantity of the bottlea were 
broken; the strongest smell of coal oil 
was ou tho lower lockers; did not. smell 
any ooal oil in the lockers aboVe; the main 
part of the fire was in tho card-room ; it 
burnt the floor and went right tip tho 
partition; could not .siiy positively that tho 
jiiiper was hanging rouiid in strips; would 
judge thnt thero was an inch and a-half of 
water over tho room. ' 

Thomas Lindsay, being sworn, said he 
was a police constabls; remembered the 
fire of tho 2nd September; his attention 
was Called to it about 5:15 a.m., when ho 
hciird tho fire boll went down to see whore 
tho tire was; found fimoko coming from 
Martin's billiaid room; went up and call- 
ed Dr. Thompson, who came out und 
then wont to the door leading into the 
c ird-room; burst in the door; saw fire in 
tho southeast corner ; there is no window 
to the inner card-room; tho door was lack- 
ed on the inside; after tho fire was over 
made a search in tho inner card-room, and 
amongst the cindars found the two small 
hoops produced; also, burnt paper and 
portions of a wicker basket; saw Sergeant 
Bloomfleld behind the bar taking up a 
liquid, which smell of ooal oil; took the 
bucket down to Mr. Jones', of Langley's, 
for him to test. 

In answer to Mr. Walkem — Was driven 
back by tho smoke, but saw the lire; tho 
smoke was very thick; could not eay 
whether tho room wan papored or painted. 

Constable Parsons Bald ho brought over 
tho articles produced from tho Police 
Court. . . 

R. B. Thompson, being sworn, said be 
bad rooms on the 2nd September last in 
the Occidental Building, slept thero on 
tho night of 1st September; always Hloop 
there; W.1S a dentist by profoseion; thero 
are three windows in his room looking on 
Fort street; tho night before looked over 
his rooms about 11 o'elook; found every- 
thinp all right; remembered bein'g awoke 
the next morning by John Black; always 
sleep very soundly ; found on gettiii"; up 
that lire was in Martin's room; witness 
and Officer Lindsay broke into tho inner 
card-room by tho door leading from tho 
passage; saw the lire through the door; ou 
bursting open the door the smoke nearly 
knocked him down; fancy ho distinguisli- 
od a flanio; could not renioinber whether 
tho onginas had arrived when ho got 
down stairs; ahont a week before tho liro 
Martin had called his attention to Rinoku 
coming from tho Hue in his room, and ill 
which there was no tire; had an ordinary 
coal oil lamp when hoexamined thorooms; 
put the coal oil lamp by his bod; tho 
stovo in tha kitchen was near tho parti- 
tion botwuon his roomy; goiiorally use tlio 
lamp at night; tho Chinaman keeps tho 
co-.il oil in a brandy bottlo; thoro was 
ahout half a bottlo full in tho room. 

In answer to Mr. Drake — Put the lamp 
by the side of his bod ; did not see it again 
till tho day of tlio inquoat; use a kitchen 
stove; the pipe goes into the wall; could 
not 8s.y wero else; when Iho compluint 
was mado could not Bwear that thoro was 
aiiroiulha stovo; went to bed shortly 
before 11 o'cluok; tho balcony extends 
round to .Alartin'a rooms; had mado use 
of the balcony to get into tho billiard 
room; had never opened th* door into 
billiard-room sinco he gavo up tho key; 
could not say how long ago it was t'jftt ho 
gavo up tho key; tho Chinaman to hiu 
knowladga never bought more than ono 
bottle of oil at a time; it was kept ou a 
shelf near the stovo; used to bo frequently 
in tho billiard-room; did not know wliotli 
or tho card-room door was jfonerally luck 
(id at night; had not mado any particular 
oxamiiialion of the room; recollei 
cumpluint of firo a few days ago; the 

faoke was in the room which was at one 
me need as two rooms; was insured; had 
rocoivcd tho amount of damages; it was 
at tho request of the proprietor thst ho 
gavo up tlio key of the room. 

In onswer to the Chief Justice— Tbe 
kito)««ii rnns tbe whole If ngtb of tbs two 



card-rooms; believed the stove-pipe went 
into a chimney in the widl.; <;i- ; 

AFTER EECErS. 
ILL. Jones, being sworn, Biiid ho re- 
mombored some members of the police 
force bringing him a buoke*^ similar to 
the one produced; this was on the Mon- 
day after the fire at Martin's billiard sa- 
loon; ho was requested to examine with 
particular reference to coal eil; smelt the 
liquid and gave as his opinion that it was 
coal oil; tho bucket was thou covered with 
paper and cloths; the powter was in the 
samo condition as now; skimmed the sur- 
face of the liquid in tho bucket, as also, 
from the pewter; the remainder wac taken 
away; burnt the paper in their prosonoo ; 
the test strengthened his opinion that it 
was coal oil; ono of the bottles produced 
contains the skimming; the other ooa- 
tains an imitation liquid; the result of the 
skimmings he caused to be absorbed by 
paper aud then took some cnal oil and put 
it on another paper; both burnt alike; wus 
certain that one of the ingredients in the 
bucket was coal oil. 

In answer to Mr. Walkem- Wont up to 
tho room out of curiosity on tho Tuesday; 
tho bucket was brought to him on tbe 
Monday ; it was ou a subsequent occasion 
that Mr. Jackson asked him to go up and. 
find out to what distance the coal oil had 
extended; the coal oil bottles were on the 
counter when he saw them; examined the 
inner card room but found no traces of 
coal oil. 

In answer to tho Chief Justice — Oat of 
the liquid he got ho only succeeded in ex- 
tracting a very small quantitv of ooal oil; 
the most of the coal oil was in the cover- 
ing of the bucket; did not thiok that there 
was' more than a tablespoohf iir'bf ' dodl oil 
in tlio whole bucket. 

A. 11. Partridge, being sworn, said ho 
know Felix Martin; was in his employ at 
the Victoria club, romemborod a lire in 
tho saloon on tho 2ud Sept. last; was in 
his employ for 11 months previous to that 
as barkeeper; remembered the morning of 
the fire; believed ho left that morning 
about i:30 a.m.; left in oompany with 
Goorge Reynolds, leaving in thd room 
Martin, Thomas Wilson, John Tod, aud 
Rickman; loft thorn in tho card-room fac- 
ing Fort htroet; tho accused had beoa 
thero most of tho evening; witness was in 
thebilliiird room raoft of that time; was 
in thecardroom several time3;Martiu was 
playing cards wiib the abovo-namod per- 
sona; Martin was playing cards when wit- 
ness left; after leaving witness went up to 
George Reyuelds' house on Yiow street; 
remained thero about half-an-bour talking 
with Mr. Reynolds; after leaving* there 
•went home to the Belmont saloon on tha 
corner of Government and Humboldt 
strooti; was awakened by the jjropriefor 
whoauid th« (iro bells were riuging; went 
up town and uaw n quantity of smoke 
cominx from tho windows on Fort street; 



eaw tho smoke coming from uo;trly all the 
windows; as a gonsral thing tbe windows 
are opened from the bottom; in this caBO 
thoy were open on the top; tho time for 
leaving depended upon the business; the 
rooms wore lighted with gas; never saw 
»ny coal oil lamps there; had a knowledge 
of what was on the promises; never knew 
of coal oil to bo used there; was familiar 
with the contents of tho lockers; woultl 
swear ho never know of there over being 
coal oil there; as soon as ho got to the 
building went part of the way up the Fort 
street entrance, but could not get further 
on account of the smoke; always had a key 
to the door; did not see anyone in that 
jiart of the house; returned to Mr. Rey- 
nolds' bouse and then came back to the 
firo; saw Martin first of all standing on 
Fort street; tbi3>moy have been about 5.45 
o'clock; tho tiro ouginos wero then play- 
ing oc the saloon; tho man who cleaned 
up tbe room also had a key; Capt. Martin 
had 0110 aa well; Martin was in tho habit 
of tolling him ho might go; thero wore 
several persons in tho room when ho went 
up; there. was a smell of coal oil at the 
back of the bar; the fire was supposed to 
have originated at tho southeast corner of 
tho inner card-room; thero was generally 
a wasto paper basket in that room; no one 
used the room that night; gai was laid on 
in tho rooui;thore was a waskstand, lounge, 
two or three chairs, and a stove in tha 
room; the sfovo was near Dr. Thompson's 
rooms and opposite the place where the 
liro was .sni)posod to liavo originated; 
thoro was an outruuco from tho iia^siige 
into tho inner card-room; left by that 
door which is goncriilly locked from the- 
inside; no one to his knowledge locked 
the door after he left that night; it is gen- 
erally Idcked and tbe key left in the door. 

In answer to Mr, Walkem— It was about 
'1:30 a.m. when he left with Roynolds;did 
not hear Mr. Black say that it was tho 
break of day at 10 miuutes to 4 o'clock; 
went uji Fort street to Mr. Reynolds' 
house; tho subject of the convcrsutioQ was 
about the game and also about Martin be- 
ing excited; it 'was witness' opinion that 
Martin had lost money;did not know who 
commenced the conversation ;did not know 
how much Martin lost; did Hay in tho 
Police Court that it was dipt. Martin's 
([uiotne.'is that; struck his attention that 
night; did not say that Capt. Martin was in 
trouble; was getting $30 a month; had 
been playing that nighty lost 85; on leav- 
ing Hoy nolde' went straight home ;did not 
Hoo constable Black; did not tell him that 
ho know it was Martin's immediately tho 
liro boll rang; did not recoliooton Monday 
morning saying to Mr. Drake ho know 
the iiliice would bo burnt or that Martin 
would commit suicide; did not rocoUect 
seeing Mr. Drake out8ide:his office on the 
Monday; recollected telling Mr. Drake 
that there had boon coal oil found in the 
room and that ho never knew of thoro be- 
ing any there before on the premise8;got to 
his bedroom about 5 o'clock; had boen in 
bed about 20 minutes when tho firo bells 
rung; went for tho Fort street entrance 
liecuuKo hi) had a koy of tho door; novor 
saw a bucket, inieh us tho ono produced, 
in tho saloon at all ; recognised tho tobac- 
co bowl; did not recollect seeing a small 
toy bucket; there was a pretty fair stock 
ol Jiciuor and cigars there; did not take 
any ooal oil thore;did not know of anyone 
taking ooal oil thoro; did not use coal oil 
in his room; there was no furniture oil 
round ;thero had been tiomo there three or 
four luonthi ago; ■•vas not aware thnt thero 
aro 2 seta of billiard balls miHsiug; tho lu- 
nar cardroom was papored; hod ohargo of 
the room on tho Saturday from about 12 
o'clock to and after dinner to tho 
timo ho loft; had sole ohargo of tho room 
fur two or three hours during tho after- 
noon; his attention was called to smoke m 
tho room when there was no firo in tho 
hIovo; had soveral limes previous 
to this noticed the smoke; had 
no-ver seea Ouptain Martin's cn h- 
book; the one produced was apparently a 
cash-book; know what improvements 
Captain Martin had made; ho had a now 
oil cloth for tho floor, walla papered, tho 
inner card-room partitioned off, a new 
store; eenld not lay irbHt expense Qap' 



tain Mai-tin had been put to; would fancy 
the billiard tables worth about S500 each; 
tho other improvomeuts might ha.-o co.st 
S500; had not told Johnson that ho been 
advised to run tho saloon; had not told 
Mr. Rose that he could convict Martin; 
did not 600 any coal oil behind tho bar; 
had picked up a great deal of tho liquid 
said to contain coal oil and strewn it over 
tho counter; had olTered Mr. Bowden to 
take charge of the rooms for his master; 
did not ask Mrs. Martin if her husband 
had taken any coal oil from there; one 
window was left opcu on account of the 
explosion, which look plaoo a short while 
before; whou ho got to tho top of tho 
-stairn, opened the door into tho billiard- 
saloon, but had to close it oii account of 
smoke. 

Re examined by the.Attoruoy-General — 
Had not hoard of any billiard-balls being 
missing; never examined tbe contents of 
tho book produced; Captain Martin had 
three billiard tables when witness first 
wont there; went out to Mrs, Martin's on 
the Sunday after tha fire; told her that 
coal oil had been found; told her that she 
had better employ a lawyer; did not know 
anything of the gun-pnwder ezploston. 

In answer to the Chief Justice— When 
ho said no one had been in tho room ho 
meant to play cards there, itc, and not 
that no ono had used it ns a place of exit; 
Capt. Martin told him that he might go; 
Sergeant Bloomfiold directed his atten- 
tion to tbe smell of coal oil. 

Thomas 0. Nuttall said he was agent 
for the Phojnix Fire insurance Company; 
the policy produced is in favor of Capt. 
Folix Martin for ^52,800; received a notice 
from Mr. Robertson, notifying him that 
§2,000 of tho in.iurance had been as-signed 
to John Todd, jr.; tho communication 
was dated 12th September; it is necessary 
that the policy should be endorsed and 
with the consent of the agt nt; had receiv- 
ed a claim from tho accused with refer- 
ence to damage done; tho total of the 
olaim is $2,425; had not paid the amount. 

lu answer to Mr. Walkem — This is a 
new policy for a similar amount on 
similar goods; tho policy of 1875 was 
partly "assigned to Findlay, Durham & 
Brodie; presumed thoy wero paid ojf, as 
Captain Martin had said ho had settled 
with them. 

Tho Attoruey-Geiicral hero stated that 
he bad intoiided calling Mr. Tumor to 
prove the ownership of tho building; but 
he was ill in bod. This would then finish 
tho case for tho Orowu. 

Hia Lorilship said that the Crown hod 
still to provo timt Martin had set fire to 
the building, or that tho coal oil was the 
property of the accused. 

Tho Attorney-General then stated thot 
he had taken the evidence from the depo- 
sitions, and after the remarks of his Lord- 
ship he could not send tho case to tho 
jury and would therefore enter a 7wlle 
fivsequ!. 

His Lordshi|) then discharged the ac- 
cused, upon which thoro was a very warm 
manifestation of applause from all present 
in the court-room, who seemed to be 
highly pleased at the restoration of Capt. 
Martin to hia family and society. His 
Lordship reprimanded tho applauders, 
telling them that to shoot at a judge or to 
express disapprobation at a verdict was 
to insult the Court; but to express appro- 
bation vas a far greater contempt, for it 
wan insinuating that the judge was open 
to flattery, and anyone guilty of contempt 
of court can bo ordered to prison till such 
timo as bo shall have purged his con- 
tempt. His Lordhhii) then dismissed the 
petty jury till 10 a.m. ou Tuesday next. 

In leaving the court room Ca[^in Mar- 
tin was warmly oongratalatecf by his 
friends, who, crowded about him to shake 
his hand. 



An Indigent Home.— Two charitably- 
disposed gentlemen discovered on Thurs- 
day night an infirm old woman in a 

honao with broken windows and a leaky 
roof, and destitute of food, and tho 
wherowith to make a firo. Thoy relieved 
hor most pressing necessities. This is a 
case of destitution that would bo impossi- 
ble wore a Home for the Indigent estab- 
lished. The collections at the B.IS. Church 
on Sunday last amounted to $49.25.
